Major General Hickman, senior 
officer at the camp, was at the 
W ar D epartm ent and rejiorted the 
camp site knee deep in mud in 
some places owing to an unusual­ 
ly hard w inter an I the clay soil 
which underlies the surface and 
prevents rapid absorption.

until 
summer 
comes, and by that time the men 
will have been moved. 
At Camp Greene, when the Regu­ 
lars arrived there from G ettysburg 
in the fall, were National Guard regi­

Scores of letters have been receiv­ 
ed in G ettsburg for weeks past tell­ 
ing of unbearable conditions at Camp 
Greene. The men who were in 
the six 
Regular Army regim ents have told 
th a t the mud was actually so deep 
th a t they would sink in it up to their 
knees. 
During the past few weeks there 
were snows and thaw s until the place 
became a regular sea of thick ooze 
through which men could 
scarcely 
walk, and all jitney service was dis­ 
continued because the cars could not 
navigate in the slime. 
To add to their discom fort the sol­ 
diers were prohibited from entering 
Charlotte. The city had several cases 
of contagious disease and the m ilitary 
authorities wanted to take no chance 
with the soldiers contracting the sick­ 
ness. 
Life in a camp that was m ost­ 
ly mud and from which they had little 
chance of furlough wa** almost unen­ 
durable and letter after letter has 
been received 
here 
expressing 
the 
hope that the regiments 
would be 
transferred. Gettysburg seemed to be 
the great desire of most of them. 


Since the first announcement in The 
Times on Monday that the return of 
the camp was assured, there lias been 
general speculation over the identity 
of the units likely to be sent here. So 
well pleased was the town with the

Hume, family, friends he had left in 
tho land of oppression to come to 
America, the country of opportunity. 
Alone, ignorant, untrained In Ameri­ 
can w'ays, he was only a brakeman In 
the official report telling of his death. 
Only a brakem an! Yet it is such as 
he who are moving our freight, truck­ 
ing the meat that supplies our tables, 
hauling the coal that heats our homes, 
bringing the milk with which we feed 
our babies. 
Standing on top of their 
freight curs, leaning against the wind, 
with the dim of the deserts in their 
faces, the roar of the engines In their 
ears, and the grime of tile nations on 
their hands, wherever you find cars, 
engines, freight, soot, danger, there 
you will find the brakeman, tolling 
sleeplessly, hopefully, uncomplaining­ 
ly, with death stalking ever at his side, 
to give us comforts ami make our 
homes happy.

his life beside the railway track, the 
reports that the public reads record 
the death of only a brakeman.—Mil­ 
waukee Journal.

In other words describing the animal will not keep 


away buyers and it may bring some that would n*»t come without knowing 


what they might find.

to keep in mind is: do not hesitate to tell when you have an article in good 


condition. 
If it 
is not 
good, don'tsayso. But if it is good, let the public 


know that. 
Good articles are alway* in demand.
